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PREFACE 


Mr,  Chainnaji  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public 
Health  of  the  district  for  the  year  196?. 

The  Council  continues  to  forge  ahead  v;ith  its  building 
programme  to  provide  houses  for  our  ever  increasing  population.  It 
is  fair  to  say  that  much  time  and  thought  has  been  spent  on  the  task 
of  anticipating  the  housing  needs  of  the  people  of  the  area.  It  is 
pleasing  to  note  that  the  Council  has  now  considered  specialised 
housing  to  fulfil  the  needs  of  the  Senior  Citizens,  In  Tonyrefail  it 
has  been  decided  to  earmark  a valuable  convenient  site  in  one  of  the 
main  thoroughfares  where  flats  for  the  elderly,  with  a Warden  service 
are  to  be  built. 

The  provision  of  an  adequate  sewerage  scheme  for  a rural 
area  such  as  this  in  which  urbanisation  is  rapidly  taking  place 
presents  some  difficulties.  However,  the  Council  Members  are  not 
unmindful  of  this  situation  and  have  given  it  active  consideration. 

The  plans  for  the  erection  of  a sewage  disposal  works  for  the  Cross 
Inn  district  are  well  in  hand  as  also  is  a comprehensive  works  to 
cover  the  whole  of  the  area. 

The  W,R,V,S,  members  continue  to  work  voluntarily  and 
efficiently  delivering  the  Meals  on  Wheels  for  the  aged  and  diiring 
the  year  11,986  meals  have  been  delivered, 

I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  encouragement  and 
support,  the  Council's  Officials  for  their  friendly  co-operation 
and  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  help  and  loyalty 
during  the  year.

The  physical  and  chemical  characters  of  the  water  are  satiEi,factory . 

There  are  extremely  f / properties  not  supplied  v/ith  mains 
water  within  tho  area.  All  new  mains  on  housing  sites  etc.,  are 
chlorinated  for  a period  of  twenty  four  hours  before  being  put 
into  sorvico  and  fire  hydrants  are  flushed  periodically  on  mains 
subject  to  very  low  flow.  Very  few  complaints  of  dirty  water  have 
been  received  and  in  each  case  the  cause  has  been  turbulance  in 
the  main  when  charging  up  after  maintenance  work. 


2,500  yards  of  main  have  been  cleaned  and  re-coated  and  a 
further  3»000  yards  are  scheduled  for  the  same  process.
